What Vest Really Said.

Wasmisuron, April 24L—[Special Tele-
gram to the DBee.] = The president
l« very much annoyea at the stupld
story that has been  so  widely cirsu-

lated about his declining to accept a re-
nowcination. It appears to have originated
with Senator Vest, and was founded on
some talk of lils at Chamberlain's the other
pnight. Two or three disgruntled demoerats
woere abusing the president for making ap-
polntments, as they charged, for his own
benelit without regard for the party at larze,
and declared that he was setting up the pins
for his own renomination. In reply to them
the senator salil that he did nottliink the
president ever had any such wotive, On the
contrary, he belicved that he did want a
wecond terin and at the proper time would
say so, When called upon tor evidence
Vest declared that the president had sald as
much to nim; that he nhad often spoken of
the burdens and annoyances of office, and
would be glad when his term expired. ‘I'his
was about ull there was of it, but the story
rew, a8 storles do.till it came to the press that
the president bad requested Senator Vest to
announce that he was not & candidate
for a second term.  Very few Eeuplo here be-
leve the story—only those who wanted to
ave it true.. The president is annoyed,
Vest, too, annoyed, but the atmosphere is
clearer now, and we are ofliclally informed
that the president is not coneerning hlmselt
with the subject in any way whatever.

Tne way Colonel Lamont puts it is that the
president has no time to think of such things
and it would not be considersd becoming In
him if he had, Still, there are not ten men
in Washington of his parly, with any sort
of political sense, who do not believe that
Mr. Cloveland will be his own suecessor,
whether he seeksa renomination or not: and
what is more. there is no mun in Washing-
ton wlo I8 quite so certmin of it as he, For
that renson, if no other, he will not let the
futura listory of the country bother his
brains. ’

WHAT DORBHEIMER SAYS,

St. Louis, April ¢.—The Republican's
Washington correspondent, again referring
to the presidential renomination matter,
gives the following: I'he story hns come to
the correspondent of the Republiean to-night
angnltlmm{‘ly conlirmntory of the conversa-
tion between the president and his senato-
rial visitor. 'This story 18 to the effect that
the president hwd quite recently prepared a
formal letter to be made public setting forth
his views in regard to nsecond term In ||nlaln.
ﬁlstlnct words, and unqualifiedly declaring
that e would not beacandidate for re-
election. Y lelding to the earncst persuasion
of his friends he consented, however, lo
withhold the letter for the present at least, if
not wholly abandon his intention of giving
it to the public, ‘I'his story is told on the
authority of Colonel Doralieimer, of New
York, who was In Washington a few days
ngo, e told several of his friends while
here, Immediately after
the white house,

coming from
that he had been
shown a druft of a letter such
as  hns  been already  charncterized
and his advice was asked regarding the policy
of such publication. He said that the letter
referred at some length to the opposition of
n certain element of the democratic party to
the re-election of ' Cleveland aund the chance
that this inlght defeat the ticket. After re-
ferring to this well known factor in the ex-
isting politieal situation, Colonel Dorsheimer
myl'{ha resildent went on in his letter to
sny that he deemed it wise, in view of these
cireumstances, to withdraw his name from
nll consideration In connection with the
nomination. He announced In unequivoeal
tarms that he was not a candidate and uuF-
gested that some other leader, who could
command the united support of ths whole
lurty. be selected as the standard bearer in
84 Golonel Dorshelmer stated that he at
onee protested against any public use of
such a letter as proposed. He told the presi-
dent there was no need for hilin to adopt this
step. Me urged the president to abandon the
idea for the present at any rate, and tfinally
induced him to yield to his persuasions.

AN EXCITING SEA CHASE,

A Yankee Schooner's Escape From a
Canadian Crulser.

Orrawa, Ont,, April 24— Special Tele-
grm to the Bee |=The department of the
fisheries has information from St John,
N, O, from the commander of the Candian
eriiser Vighlant In which he gives parlieu-
lars of an attempt which he made on Aprll 20
to =elze the Ameriean fishing schooner Hattie
Maud off Grand Manan. The Vigilant was
erusing in shore when Information was re-
ceived that a fleet of nshing vessels from
Gloueester were preparing to fish within the
thiree-mile limit a few wiles down, Sail was
hastlly made and when, after making about
six miles, the American vessels were seen.
the Vigilant tacked and ran out to sea, The
Vigilant must have been seen as soon as she
had herseif sighted the offenders, for the
tshermen at onee put up sall, the Hattle
Maud being the last o starte  She evidently
wititedd  for  the crulser,  which  ran
up within fifty yards ok the
Massachusetts t, which then bore
away. The Vigilant tired blank shots at her,
which hiud no effect. As the yankee vessel
was galning ground solid shot was lived over
thn vessel, striking fifteen yards bevond.
‘I'his failini, the commander of the Vigilnnot
trivned the big wuns upon the flying
schiooner, whilch was nearly hall nnile away,
seudding along beforea strong breeze. Sevy-
ernl shots were fired, but without eflect, and
the commander of the Vigilant, sesinig his
prey getting away trom him. ordered all sails
upand prepared to run the daring tisherman
down. Justabout this time the foretopmast
of the Vigilant was earpied away and the
chase had to be abandoned. ‘The Hattis
Maud continued on her way toward Eastport.
Itis reported that a gréat many Hshing
vessels are about the Bay of Fundy looking
for bait, and In many cases buving it. An-
other cruiser will be dispatchied at an early
day to aid the Vigilant in watching them.

THE "“ASIATIO LIMITED.”

Pullman and Adams' Scheme For
Trans-Atlantic Travel,

BosTtoN, April 24.—Speclal yl'elegram to
the Beg,)—George M. Pullman arrived here
yesterday with lis *‘vestibule' traln, which,
ns lias been announced. consists of a com-
plete train—baggae, express, simoking, din-
ing and sleeping cars—connected togethier by
wooden and rubber partitions so as to be
virtually all under one roof. 1o the evening
he took u party of New England railroad
men on atrial trip to Putnam, Conn., and
back, On the way back, Charles Friancis
Adams, President of the Union Paciliec com-
pany, stated that the train 18 the result of a
correspondence about two years azo between
himself and Pullman. Adamssoggested the
establishment of great  trans-continental
trains, to be known as the " Asiatic limited,"”
which should supf»ly the American link in
the great throngh line from Europe to Asin.
He proposed to sell coupon_tickets in Paris
and London for Tokio, Yokohoma, Hong
Kong and Canton, The passengers will ba
obliged to make only two changes ol con-
voyance belween Liverpool or Havre and
his Asiatie destination. Pullman has ful-
filleat his part of the bargain and the plan in
full is about to be carrled out. Passengers
before lenving Furope will have state rooms
asslgned for the entire trip. The trans-At-
lantic steamer will land travelers on the
Jersey t‘-ltﬁ whart. within ten yards of the
train which will take them in just 100 hours to
the gang plank of the Pacitic Mail steamship
in San Franeisco, and his journey will be
continued to his destination. The stop in
Jorsey City and San Francisco will be as
brief as the rapid handling of baggage and
malls can make it. The trip from London to
Yokohoma or Canton can thus be mude in-
side of one month. It has not yet been de-
clded whether the “Asiatic limited" will run
weekly or fortnightly. Adams says that
within a few months it will be In operation
and moving as sioothly as the arrangements
:m- an ordinary jouruey of one-tenth the dis-
ance.

PFUEVENTIVE MEASURES TAKEN.

Public opinion in Franeo is ealm and  dig-
nified, although itis felt that the German
authorities have been guilty of a flagrant
breach of international law. The French
government have tnkan steps to avold, so far
ns possible, the oerurrence of more serious
incidents. For instance, the guards have
been doubled in the vicinity of the German
embassy. in the rue de Lille, In order to pre-
vent any hostile demonstrations, and M.
Lamonraux, who Intended to produce
“Lohengrin” on  Tuesday at the Eden
theater, has been urged to postpone Its pro-
duction. At the ministry of forelzn affairs
it Is lirmly belleved that the matter ecan be
settled upon Its techinieal merits and even, if
worse comes to worse, it micht be settled
peacefully by the arbitration of the emperor
of Russia, Baron Monrenheim, the Russian
ambassador, is due in Paris to-morrow from
Cannes.

FLIPPANT PRESS COMMENT.

The Paris newspapers are very woderate
in tone and the most of them rafrain from
expressing any opinion until the result of
the ofticial inquiries is made known, Even
Rochefort, in Transigeant, abstains from
pouring oil on the flnnes and treats the mat-
ter tlippantly. He says: “If we had a
prime minister who, instead ot passing his
time In bothering Parisians with his sbsurd
hobbies against betting on horse racing, had
the courage to defend them, he would reply
to the kidnappin g of Schnaebele by sending
to the Mazas prison all the Germans in Paris
found selling adulterated beer.

The Valtaire publishes an interview with
Charles Gautsch, n calico clerk in the Maga-
rins dun Printemps, who is a brothier of
Jacques Gautseh, the German police oflicial
who kidnapped Schnaeble, It appears from
the interview that Jacques Gantsch Is a natu-
ral born Frenchman and has always been
considerei the black sheap of the family.

PHYSICIAN VS8, ACTOR.

A Sensational Episode Growing Out
of Kliza Weathersby's Death,

New Youk, April 2L.—[Special Telegram
tothe Bug,1—="The death of Eliza Weathersby-
Goodwin, the actress, prowmises to hiave a se-
gquel,  Dr. Merion Sims has presented lis bill
for prolersional services to her husband, Nat
U, Goodwin, and Mr, Goodwin has refused to
pay, on the ground that it is exorbitant. DBut
this difference of opinion does not make the
sensational episode. There are other things
back of tha matter that, if brought out. as it
seems likely they will be in the courts, will
prove extraordinary. Mrs, Goodwin had been
ill tor n considerable period. The trouble
was n disonler that resisted all attempts to
check it. Eventually the family physician,
Dr. 1. 8, Robertson, deemed it ndvisable to
have experts summoned to consult on the
case., Dir. Sims was not among those who
came at first.  The doctors were in grave
doubit as to the preeise nature of the malady,
but soine were inelined to the opinion that it
was o tumor in the fullopian tubes, If such
were the case the only possible remady would
lle in an operation for the removal of the
tumor—a very dangerous matter at the best,
and one that would be liable to ecanse deati,
even if successfully performed. When Mrs.
Goodwin was informed of the possible na-
ture of her troubls she expressed a desire
that an opération be made, but Dr. Robert-
son promptly refused to perform It e was
not confident that a tumor existed, and was
whullf unwilling to assume the terrible re-
sponsibility for the result if none shiould be
found, ‘The other experts agreed with the
family physiclan. Mrs. Goodwin, however,
was anxions that whatever might bae done
for her should be resorted to, and Dr. Sims
was called. He made an examination, and
his opinion a\;reed in its general features
with that of his colleagues, The truth of the
matter simply was that Mrs, Goodwin must
die if the disorder were to be left alone; that
u surgical operation might possibly save her,
but the chances were 50 strougly against her
that it would hasten the end. This Was made
clear to the patient, and ghe unhesitatingly
asked Dr. Sims to make the operation. e
consented, and Dr. Hobertson aud one other
were present when it was parformed. The
result showed that no tumor exlsted. The
disorder was mflammation of the fallopian
tubes, and soon after the conclusion ot the
operation Mrs, Goodwin dled. Dr. Slins is
i physleian of the lighest professional stand-
ing, bas an extended practice and cowes
nigh. ‘The actor, who disputes the bill, put-
poses to show, when the dector sues hlm for
the amount, that the death of his wife was
nothing less than seientific murder. He will
endeavor to produce the experts to swear that
the operation was unealled for, dangerous
and imexcusable. On the other hand it is
sald that Dr. Sims can easily justity his
course. It Is pretly sure to be a disagreeably
interesting case, unless the actor yields and
pays the bill, for the physielan is determined
to colleot, even if it should prove necessary
10 invoke the aid of the law, "

THE WEEK IN WALL STREET,
Considerable Irregularity in  the
Stock Market,

New Youw, April 9h.—|Special Telegram
to the lee:|—The week has been one of
consideruble frrecularity in the stock market,
the temper of specalation having changed
frequently, with occasional  wide ffuetua-
tions. There was a strong bull sentiment at
the start under the leadership of Reading,
which attained the highest figure of the pres-
ent month amid futions transactions and
great excitement.  I'nerise in this stoek ear-
ried up the remainder of the list and things
were getting along  srpoothly until the Read-
Ing reorganization eretl.eus suddenly ealled
in two assessments apd Presudent Alexan-
ter Mitehell, of the Bt 'aul road, died in
this city. These eventschecked the advane-
nigof prices and led to a reaction: but very
soon confidence was restored and the market
again bezan to move up, only, however, to
meel with fresh  distiebing elements in the
shape of a rald on Manhattan and New Eng-
land anid the war seare at Paris, which pre-
cipitated aselling movement from London.
One of the olilef features has been the per-
sistent elforts made to brinF about a reaction
in which some ol the leaders on both sides
Joined, and yet outside of comparatively few
stocks the decline for the week was slizht
and some shares eaven show an advance.

The committee was seleoted, one gen-
tleman ufter another, a8 their names hup-
pened to be called out by differcnt per-
sons in the audience.  “Ben Einstein,’’ a
gentleman from Chicago, secmwed to be
very badly wanted by many people 1n
the audience. But he would not serve on
the committoe,

At last, the eommittee composed of
twelve or fifteen gentlemen, was seated
aud Mr. llishmln proceeded with the en-
tertainment, He is a rather small, intel-
Iectunl man, with a very smooth, easy
r:;:umur of talking and prepossessing ad-
dress,

Mr. Bishop, in his first experiment, se-
leeted W, V., Morse from the committee,
told him to go down in the audience,
ke n dagger which was handed  him,
strike soma person with 1t and then hide
it While this was going on, Mr. Bishop
was belind the stage scenery, so that he
could sce nothing.
